The stone 
had been stolen from West- 
minster Abbey in London Christ 
mas morning i

}for Scotland. It was plain from 
their statement they believe the 
stone should remain in Scot- 
land. 

The men said they acted “with 
great sincerity” to enable the 
stone to be “safely restored to 
the Scottish people and the 
King.” 

Police collected the Stone of 
Scone from Arbroath Abbey and 
took it to Arbroath police head- 
quarters. 

With the stone went two 
letters—one to the King and the 
other to the Church of Scotland 
| Assembly—urging that the stone 
be kept In Scotland. 

The letters showed the pur 
pose of the theft was to direct 
public attention throughout the 
world to the Scottish demands 
for a measure of self-govern 
ment. 

The stone was wrapped in the 
St. Andrew's flag, the Scottish 
banner, and placed on the high 
altar of the Abbey beneath which 
lies buried King William the 
Lion, an early Scottish monarch. 

The Abbey custodian, James 
Wishard, said a car drove up at 
jlunch time and three men 
jumped out and askéd him to 
accept the legendary relic.

RUCTIONS AND KEPRIMANDS 


A GALLERY-ITE who was a spectator of the scene in the 
~™ House last. week when several M.L.A.’s stormed at each 
other during the sitting of the Committee of Supply, came to 
me a day or-so ago, very much upset by what had happened 
and wanting to know why I hadn't done something about it. 

I explained that, as the House was in Committee, it was 
temporarily in charge of the chairman afi T had no authority 
over it, unless specifically called back to the Chair. But I also 
assured her that, while the scene she witnessed may have 
been painful to her, it was merely afiother manifestation of 
democracy—under which the right is given to Members to 
register protests and challenge ‘statements if they see fit. I 
also reminded her that in certain non-democratic countries 
Members have been “purged” for less! 


BRITISH UPROAR 


7HILE THE recent heated scenes to which she alluded may 

have startled some of the spectators, they were really very 
mild compared with the uproar that took place in the British 
House of Commons just after Easter, according to British re- 
ports, and which so upset the hard-pressed Speaker that he had 
to take a two weeks’ rest to recuperate. 

It all started when Rev. O. Fielding-Clarke, vicar of Crock- 
ham Hill, Kent, who is said to have been a sponsor of the 
Sheffield “Peace Conference”—and Conservative Leader Win- 
ston Churchill is one of his parishioners, by the way—wrote a 
sarcastic letter about the Church and. world affairs to John 
Rodgers, Conservative member for the district. 


VICAR’S LETTER 


THE VICAR’S letter dealt with German rearmament and 

made severa] sarcastic references to the United States’ at- 
titude. He also attacked the attitude of the Church of Eng- 
land by saying “it has in its corporate capacity never seemed 
to respect anything but force.” 

Mr. Rodgérs sent the letter along to the Bishop of Rochester, 
under whose jurisdiction the vicar comes. And the Bishop 
promptly asked for his resignation. But the vicar wasn’t pre- 
pared to resign and he just as promptly took the matter up 
with a Labor M.P., Sydney Silverman. And it was when Mr. 
Silverman charged in the House of Commons that the Con. 
servative M.P. had committed a breach of parliamentary priv- 
ileges by breaking the confidence of the vicar in sending his 
letter to the Bishop that the storm broke out. 


SPEAKER CHALLENGED 


THE SPEAKER said the question had never been raised be- 

‘fore; but he ruled there was no prima facie case of a breach 
of privilege in the affair of the letter. His ruling was greeted 
by the Labor ranks with loud cries of “Shame!"—and parila- 
mentarians can recall no precedent for such a reception of 
a ruling by the Chair. 

Mr. Silverman dissented from the ruling in defiant terms, 
with plenty of vocal support from the Government benches, 
while at the same time the Opposition showed its approval 
of the Speaker’s decision with such desk-thumping. The argu- 
ment waxed hot and heavy for over an hour, before the House 
finally quietened down, according to the: press reports

LONDON (CP)—A cabinet crisis apparently was averted 
today when fiery Labor Minister Aneurin Bevan quashed 
rumors that he intended to resign because Britain’s new budget 
removed spectacles and false teeth from the free list of public 


health services. 


There had been widespread speculation that Bevan would 
leave the cabinet and thus rip apart the leadership of the 
Labor Government with its shaky seven-vote House of Com- 


mons majority.

A Bold Budget 


ME. ABBOTT’S NEW BUDGET REP- 
5 resents a bold attempt to finance 
defence out of income and to attack in- 
flation by fiscal measures without direct 
economic controls. The increase in in. 
come tax, the new sales and corporation 
taxes are alj framed to this end, They 
will not seriously hurt the Canadian 
taxpayer. The only qnestiobn is whether 
they will reduce public purchasing power 
sufficiently to deflate the present exces- 
sive pressure on good.. 

As Mr. Abbott says this must be 
regarded as an interim budget. Taxes 
may have to be raised again if the de 
fence program is expanded. And if the 
fisca] measures‘now adopted prove in 
adequate to dampen down inflationary 
pressures the Government will be com 
pelled, no doubt, to adopt still stronger 
measures 6@ resort to direct controls 

It required a high degree of political 
courage to reject the present widespread 
demand for direct controls. The Gov 
ernment does not believe such controls 
would work and it refuses to adopt 
them merely for the sake of témporary 
popularity. In Mr. St. Laurent’s words 
it wil] not indulge in “shadow boxing.” 
Instead, it adheres to its belief that in- 
fiation must be attacked at the 
that the pressure on prices 
relieved by a reduction in 
demand for goods 

It will be reduced by the income tax 
to begin with. It wil] not be reduced 
but will be discouraged by a series of 
luxury taxes, which are not 
to raise revenue but only to increase 
prices of non-essentials to a point where 
the public will not buy Finally 
an increase in corporation taxes wil 
reduce the income of stockholders and 
will leave corporations with less money 
to spend on capital expansion, one of 
the main causes of inflation, 

Taken as a whole the budget is unique 
among the world, Few 
nations are planning to balance their 
budgets inthe next Still 
fewer are attempting to meet inflation 
without direct controls. Canada_is plow 
ing its own furrow. Whether the Gov 
ernment’s policy succeeds or fails in 
its primary purpose of controlling infla- 
tion and distributing the economic con. 
sequences of defence as fairly as possi- 
ble, the Government is acting with a 
consistency and determination rare in 
democratic politics. 

Mr. Abbott's task is quite unpar- 
alleled in our history and differs sharply 
from the task which his predecessor

accomplished during the last war. Then 
the nation’s whole energies were con. 
centrated in military measures. Civilian 
expenditures were held at a low level. 
Today Mr. Abbott is attempting to 
finance not merely a gigantic defence 
program but, at the same time, an all- 
time peak in civilian expenditures. The 
question is whether the Canadian econ- 
omy can carry this double load without 
intolerable strain and without more infla- 
tion, which is the symptom of strain. 

As against the courageous defence 
policy must be set the Government’s 
total failure to reduce civilian expendi. 
tures, which now exceed all the figures 
of the past. The Government has been 
daring in its taxes, It has been timid 
in its long-heralded economy campaign 
which, in fact, has been entirely for. 
gotten 

As to the new taxes themselves it 
will be seen that they rest mainly on 
the principle of ability to pay. The in- 
come tax leaves the lower brackets ex- 
empt as before and raises the taxes of 
all others by a straight 20 per cent, 
The sales taxes exempt most of the 
necessities of life, like food, fuel and 
building materials for the benefit of 
the poor. And Mr. Abbott argues that 
all his taxe lj} not remove the incen 
live of Canadians to produce a maximum 
of goods, increased production, being the 
only sure cure for inflation. 

The sovereign fact underlying all 
fisca] policies is clear and simple—Can- 
ada has elected to defend itself and, af 
the same time, to maintain public ser. 
vices of al] sorts on their present high 
evel. The resulting bill is heavy but 
it will be pal in cash. And what are 
we buying for our money? We are 
primarily buying, says Mr. Abbott, the 
chance to protect our freedom, our 
standard of living and ‘everything else 
of value from the enemies of all free 
nations 

“That cost,” Mr At tt conc 1Ges 
is high—but failure achieve ‘our 
objectives of peace, security and finan 
would involve infinitely 
greater and more painful cost. 

In plainer terms failure now could 
involve the ruin of the nation by insol 
vency from within or destruction of the 
nation from forces without. Observing 
the trials of other nations like the 
United with its fumbling price 
controls, and Britain with its latest 
brutal taxes, most Canadians will con 
clude that Mr. Abbott’s budget asks 
of them a small sacrifice beside its

True, a gardener does not start as a 
slave. He Starts, in his own estimation, 
@s a master, an owner, a capitalist and 
an exploiter. He buys his first piece 
of land and proceeds to shape and subdue 
it to his will. For a time nature seems 
to accept his domination but the old 
girl is only laughing up her sleeve. A 
man cannot own a garden five years 
without accepting a life sentence of im- 
prisonment. 


He never owns a Single plant. Every 
plant, down to the humblest weed owns 
him, ‘The very tools of his craft, the 
shovel, hoe and Jawnmower have become 
his tyrants, It seems to'me I must have 
said this before, I have some vague 
memory of a similar confession, but no 
matter The facts should be endlessly 
repeated as a warning to young people 
who. are getting married and settling 
down on a patch of land. Beware, my 
friends, before the door closes and the 
key is: turned. 


(THESE are only the first two stages 

of gardening—the careless .rapture 
and the life sentence. What non-.garden. 
ers do not know is that a third stage oc. 
curs in due time, after the gardener has 
learned humility the hard way. In the 
end the physic] slave achieves a spirit- 
ual freedom known to nobody who has 
not dug deep into the earth. His prison 
becomes his castle. His burdens become 
his joy. His duties become his pleasure. 
He would not trade his slavery for all 
the apparent freedom of his golfing, fish- 
ing, card-playing and cocktail-drinking 
friends. 


NE cannot say that the ordinary gar- 

dener perceives as clearly as Words- 
worth the dark invisible workmanship 
that reconciles discordant elements and 
makes them cling together in one society. 
That, perhaps; is asking too much of an 
ignorant man. But the most ignorant 
gardener does. perceive vaguely some- 
thing of the same sort and every spring 
it is a new experience almost as sur 
prising and improbable as birth 
The gardener returns at this 
to the earth, trailing his little 
of glory.

The Timetable 
Needs Adjusting 


By JOSEPH ALSOP, from Frankfurt 


‘THE preliminary. impression left by a 

month of investigation in Europe is 
best summed up by the old often-quoted 
couplet, “But at my back I always hear 
time’s winged chariot hurrying near.” 

The rather worn poetic tag is con- 
stantly brought to mind hecause, in this 
year of decision, there is not very much 
time, and what time we have is being 
wasted, 

Events are moving faster and faster. 
Every month nowa. 
days produces a new 
crisis somewhere, like 
the grave crisis in the 
Middle East which is 
now causing this re- 
porter to fly to Tehe-. 
ran, The tempo clearly 
indicates the approach 
of a showdown, or per- 
haps of a series of 
showdowns, in the 
world struggle be- Joseph Alsop 
tween the Soviet empire and the Western 
allies, 

Moreover, when this showdown comes 
—and jt may come this year or next, 
and centre in the Far East or the Middle 
East or Western Europe—the result 
will be at least temporarily decisive. 
There will be a war, or a surrender. Or 
a stalemate. To frighten the. Western 
allies into a surrender which will under. 
mine their position is the aim of the 
Kremlin., To produce a stalemate, and 
thus to achieve at least a semblance of 
security, is present Western policy. 

The danger of world war lies chiefly 
in the possibility, which is perhaps even 
a probability, that the Kremlin wfil again 
miscalculate the consequences of its acts, 
as it did in the case of Korea. It is very 
clear that neither party to the world 
struggle wants a war. Yet the Kremlin 
can all too easily take a position from 
which it cannot retreat, which none the 
less will force the Western allies to 
fight. Here in Europe, Berlin and Yugo- 
slavia are the most sensitive points, 
where the Kremlin may go too far. 


TIME PRECIOUS 


Time is so precious in these circum- 
stances, for the very simple reason that 
the weakness of the Western allies is 
wha chiefly tempts and invites the 
Kremlin to go too far. If the weaknesses 
of the West are repaired, the temptation 
will be removed. The stalemate which 
is the object of Western policy will be 
achieved. But time is needed to repair 
the defences of the West, and time is 
imited because we cannot expect our 
so-called atomic lead to operate indefin- 
itely as a deterrent to Soviet aggression. 

Finally, this precious time is being 
wasted, because the tempo of the West- 
ern defence effort has not yet been 
adjusted-to the tempo: of events. Jidg- 
ing by the signs to daté this is to be 
the year of the war of nerves. The odds 
this year appear to be against a major 
Soviet move in Europe, such as an 
attack on Yugoslavia, unless the Krem. 
lin's nerve warfare produces a paralyz- 
ing split in the Western alliance. 

Next year, however, it may well be 
different. The Kremlin already has at its 
disposal sufficient power for an attack 
in Europe, but it is nuw building up 
really overwhelming power. 

There is very little doubt indeed that 
Soviet power will attain its peak (in- 
cluding a potentially decisive stock of 
atomic weapons) in the year 1952.53. On 
the other hand, as yet, Western defence 
preparations are still calculated’:on a 
preliminary target date in 1953-54, or 
even 1954-55. In short we are only going 
to be ready for the time of utmost 
danger a good many months after it 
has actually come

The Wage Stabilization Board 
in Washington decided yesterday 
to put a ceiling on baseball sal- 
aries. This is what it amounts 
to: 

A baseball team can't pay any 
player more than it paid its 
highest-salaried star in 1950.

Causes Worry. 
To Canadians 


SASKATOON (CP) — Some 
Canadian students at United 
States universities are having a 
hard time keeping out of Uncle 
Sam's army. 

The Physics Department at the 
University of Saskatchewan has 
received letters from a number 


of its graduates now in the 
United States. 


One of them, Al McNamara, 
wrote that he abandoned his 
scholarship and went to Ontario 
to get out of the draft board's 
clutches. 


Information received by the 
Physics Department here indi- 
cates that Canadian students who 
are not married face the possi- 
bility of induction into the 
armed forces only if they are in 
the United States wnder certain 
conditions. 


Married students are safe, be- | 
cause only single men are be- | 


ing taken at present. 


A Canadian on a’ student visa 
—which does‘ not allow him to 
earn money in the United States 
—is also safe from the draft. 

However, most students have 
to earn some money to help pay 
their way while on a scholar- 
ship and that apparently is where 
the difficulty starts for Cana- 
dians. 

In order that a student may 
work part time to support him- 
self, American consulates will 
issue a permanent residence visa. 
And a man permanently residing 
in the country (according to 
visa) becomes the target of the 
draft boards. 


Some draft boards will accept 
the fact that the student is a 
Canadian and make it possible 
for him to carry on his studies. 
Others are tough and do not 
hesitate to send Canadians up 
for induction. 


British Rose Show 

LONDON (CP) London's 
National Rose Society says it is 
being “bombarded” with letters 
from prospective visitors to this 
year’s Festival of Britain, asking 
where the best roses may be 
viewed. 

One suggestion ts Queen

SYDNEY, Aus. (CP) -- Most 
Australians like to think they 
but they don't.

The traditional Australian Is 
tall, broad-shouldered, narrow- 
hipped, lean-jawed with steely 
eyes. Maybe there were a lot of 
these at the turn of the century, 
but that isn’t the picture today. 

Statistics kept by service doc- 
tors in the Second World War 
recently reviewed here showed 
the averaze Australian now is 
five feet 7% inches tall, weighing 
142 pounds with a 34-inch chest. 
He is bald early in life and loses 
his teeth before he loses his 
hair. He also has a tendency to- 
ward nervous disorders and 
stomach ulcers. 

Two of every three Australians 
volunteering for the services in 
the last three months have been 
turned down as not meeting the 
physical requirements.
